The parity.of the water as regards 
organic matter has bsen determined by the 
albuminvid ammunia and bythe oxygen 
permanganate. Tho quentity of nitrogen 
as albuminoid, ammonia yielded in this 
case. in not excessive for waters collectad 
from latgs catchment areas in: unoiiltivated 
districts, “The amount of oxygen required 
to oxidise the organic matter is lower than | 
the quantity that has been observed. after 
heavy taina in former years, The quaniity 
of total solid matter, which is large for a 
water of the Pokfulam typo, is for the most 
part due to suspended inorganic matter. In 
comparing, however, the figures obtained in 
the, present case with the published results 
ofthe anslysis by Mr McQullum of this 
water aupply.in 1882, care should be taken 
tp vote that, with respect to the estimation 
of the total solid matter and the conditions 
under which the eamples were sclooted for 
analysis, the cases wore ont--tdentical.- 
Mr McOallam informs mo that he 
used to. allow” the water to:: remain 
at reat. at. least 24 -hours before 
taking a portion for the estimation 6f the 
total solids, in order to arrive at tha quan:
